Sir Isaac Newton's House 

A very serious loss is threatene! !n 
the small number of old London 
house@pwith great memories that still 
persist. Sir Isaac Newton's house in 
St. Martin's street, off Leicester 
square is for sale as a buildin, site. 
Newton lived here from 1710 to 1725. 
Before that it belonged to the Envoy 
of Denmark, fo: whom it was possibly 
built, for the house shows signs of 
being built about that time. Sixty 
years ago it was plaster-faced, and as 
in recent years it has fallen i:tc un- 
prosperous times its exterior ia not 
attractive and gives little sign of its 
interior interest. The staircase still 
house. 
It has a finely turned ha: drail sup- 
ported by a handsome balusters and 
square newel: of fine proportion. The 
stair windows are in recesses with 
window seats, and the turn and slope 
of the »tair have all the pleasant dig- 
nity of Queer Anne architecture. 
The rooms have been altered and 
damaged but the heavy wooden corn- 
ices remain, & small one in tho little 
lane at the floor which is used as a 
hall is still worthy of the place. Only 
one of the original windows refains, 
a small one in the little laue at the 
side. The observatory built by Sir 
Isaac on the top of the house wus 
blown down c_ sold (the reperts are 
contradictory) in the middle of last 
century 

The house has also claims to our 
regard as the residence of Dr. Burn- 
ey, who wrote his ‘History uf Music’ 
here, and here his daughter Fanny 
wrote her fa:nous ‘Evelina” Thrale, 
in writing to Mics Burney, styles the 
inmates of the house, ‘Dear Newton- 
jans.’ A book could be written 
about this house—indeed, an excellent 
one was written by Miss Constance 
Hill a few years ago. The place is 
very well worth saving. Indeed, if 
one were asked to schedule the six 
houses in London most worth preserv- 
ing as curious and characteristic cas- 
kets of ne memories one should put 
building near the top. And it 
should not be a very expensive one 
to save

Prof. Boni Describes Temples Discov- 
ered Under. Rome | 

The 2666th anniversary of the foun- | 
dation of Rome was celebrated this | 
year by Prof. Boni who Icctured on, 
his recent excavetions on the Palatine. | 
The vbjects of these excavations, | 
which were started a year ago, is 
twofold, the exploration of the origin- 
al structure cof the historical hill on 
which Rome was built and the discov- | 
ery of traces left by its earliest inhab- | 
itants. 

The results so far obtained may be! 
briefly explaine’ as follows, By 
means of deep borings reaching down 
to the original rock of the hill three 
separate series of pits or .ellars of un- 
known ancient temples were discover- 
ed and the development of the dwell- 
inas in different periods could be fol- | 
lowed from the rough huts of tte 
first inhabitants to the humble houses 
of the early republic, which were} 
gradually transformed and eoterees | 
until they were changed to ‘be pal- 
atial mansions of the emp'e. Prac- 
ically every building on the Palatine 
was erected over edifices of earlier 
‘periods, In the basilica of tue Pal- 
ace of vomitian traces of un exedra) 
built by Nero were found, and under. | 
neath were the p.scin« or water tanks 
divided into five compartments, which | 
cut through the walls of a republica 
house with frescoed walls. 

In che vestibuie the foundations of 
the imperial throne were discoverc: 
cutting through the walls of three 
palaces pull. ‘n different periods o --:

Huge Abattoir Scheme 
Floated 


Ascheme which will be of far- 

Aching importance to all Alberta, 
wud particularly to the live stock 
industry, has been brought to the 
practical point, and there is no 
doubt that it will be pursued to a 
successful conclusion. 

It consists of the establishment 
of a big abattoirs and stockyards 
for the mz irketing and slaughtering 
live stock in the city of Calgary. 
t present there is no place of 
is kind throughout the West, 
pd livestock have to be shipped to 
-oronto, Chicago, and other eastern 
centres for slaughtering. curing and 
marketing. The establishing of 
this industry here on a large scale 
will mean that all this will be done 
at Calgary. What this will mean 
to the livestock growers will be seen 
from a statenent made the other 

day by a prominent Strathmore hog 
raiser and shipper. He stated that 
it will mean at least 75¢ to a dollar 
more per hundred pound which 
means about $2.00 more on the 
average hog. 

The city of Calgary has taken up 
the scheme, and have been promised 
the hearty co-operation of the three 
railroads entering the city. The 
city have already bought 60 acres 
of land fer the purpose, and Mayor 
Sinnott and Alderman Tregillus, 
President of the U. F. A. are now at 
Chicago looking over the big plants 
there. 

Being only 35 “miles from the city, 
Strathmore district will gain more 
than perhaps any other section of 
the’ Province. The livestock in- 
dustry is growing to big proportions 
here, and besides large numbers of 
cattle, an average of three cars of 
hogs are being shipped from here 
weekly, and that number will be 
greatly added to in the near future, 
as practic: ally every farmer is now 
going in for hog - raising, and many 
have not yet reached the shipping 
Stage. 

The following quotation from the 

Calgary Albertan will give sone 
idea of the magnitude of the enter- 
prise : 

‘Negotiations have been closed 
by Mayor Sinnott and Alderman 
Tregillus on bebalf of the city, as 
a preliminary in a matter which may 
prove the most important of all the 
transactions that have ever been 
negotiated in Calgary, involving as 
they have millions and millions of 
dollars, as the potentialities of the 
sae edge embrace the possibility 
of making Calgary the greatest live 
stock market in all Canada, 

The proposition contemplates the 
establishment of immense stock- 
yards and abattoirs for the market- 
ing and slaughtering here of the 
live stock of Alberta, and as well, 
doubtless, of a large part of that 
produced in cther parts of the west, 

The scheme is so big that it is 
almost impossible to conceive how 
tar its development may run in’ the 
years to come. Certainly it would 
be incredible, unbelievable to the 
average mind at this time. 

The proposal is for the city to 


acquire the property of the Alberta 
Stock Y ards company, amounting 
to about 25 acres of stock yards, 


purchase about 60 acres more, also 
to be put into stock yards facilities 
with provisions for abattoirs, build 
a city abattoir for the accomodation 
of farmers and others who may wish 
to make use of it, and provide for 
the conduct cf a stock market to 
which the live stock from every part 
of the province may be shipped 
with the guarantee that it will tind 
the best market available tor it on 
the continent; that is, that the 
marketing facilities will be such 
that the westerner can market his 
stock at prices that will be better for 
him than he could get by shipping to 
Chicago or any other distant market 
export or otherwise,

Fine Crop Weather

LIVING CONDITIONS 
IN GREAT BRITAIN 


Distress In Town and Country—Not 
Enough Work to go Around 
Under Free Trade 


An Englishman writes as follows 
regarding urban and rural conditions 
in Great Britain: 

I have had twenty years’ experience 
working and engaging workmen by 
the hundreds not only in London, but 
in the great industrial centres on the 
Tyne in Lancashire and the Midlands. 

The plain fact is, there is not enough 
work to go round continuously. Dur- 
ing times of good trade as at present 
this is not so apparent, but even now 
there are thousands leaving in order 
to find work. 

And why is there not enough work 
for willing workers? 

1. The chief industry of the coun- 
try {s agriculture, employing more men 
than any other. 

This has been sadly neglected by 
the Government. 

Why, for instance, does England 
buy beet sugar from Germany when 
it can be made quite well in England 
and the dollars now sent to Germany 
would remain in England? Because 
the Government has given no assist- 
ance. And yet this industry would 
find employment for thousands of ex- 
tra men continuously throughout the 
year. Why does England send mil- 
lions of dollars a year abroad for eggs, 
butter and fowl when they can be 
produced at home? 

Anyone May Enter England 

2. England allows anyone to come 
into the country. She is the dumping 
ground for all the junk trom Europe. 
An Alien Act was passed some years 
ago but under the present administra- 
tion it is made of no effect. 

These men, to a great extent cause 
the sweating in the East End of Lon- 
don. 

Fetish of Free Trade 

8. But the greatest of all reasons 
why there is not enough work to go 
round in the British Isles is that the 
people still adhere to the old fetish 
of what is called “Free Trade.” Free- 
dom for the foreigner In the British 
market; restrictions for the Britisher 
in all foreign markets! 

The British Isles import some 
$750,000,000 worth of manufactured 


goods a year, practically all of which | 
Let us assume | 


could be made there. 
that under a tariff twothirds of these 
goods to be well on the safe side, 
would be made there, viz., $500,000,000 
worth; $250,000,000 extra would be 
spent in wages. The average wage 
may be taken at $7.50 per week there- 
fore 320,000 extra men would be em- 
ployed. And allowing 20 per cent. 
import duty on the remaining $260,- 
000,000 the country would have $50,- 
000,000 extra revenue. 

Nor !s this by any means all the 
advantage to be gained. 

The manufacturers wou.d have a 
guaranteed market and be willing to 
spend millions of dollars on efficient 
plants. Then they could, without 
sweating the workman, produce goods 
cheaper and make more profit at home, 
and be in a better position to com- 
pete in the world’s markets. 

More Chance of Work 

There would be continulty of em- 
ployment, as the home market would 
be guaranteed and goods could be 
made on the chance of selling in a 
foreign market. 

Now the German manufacturers, as 
they have admitted to me personally, 
make for thelr home market, and 
when that is filled they send the sur- 
plus to England. 

They admit “we could not get on 
without the English market.” Again, 
protection would place the Britisher 
in a position to negotiate good com- 
mercial treaties; now he has nothing 
to offer and therefore cannot nego- 
tlate. I knew a man who went to 
Norway to try and secure an order, 
He pointed out that England took 
most of Norway's products. “Yes,” 
said the Norwegian, “you take 88 per 
cent. and Germany 15 per cent., but 
if we do not consider the German 
tender the Germans will put up their 
tariff.” At lunch afterwards the Nor- 
wegian said, “What fools you are, if 
your government had the power to put 
on a tariff, you as our best customers, 
would have to be considered first.” 

Good Workers Walk Streets 

If we consider the humanitarian 
point of view we find the same thing. 
I have myself seen thousands of first- 
class British workmen walking the 
streets (not asking for alms or 
bread but work), while the fron work 
for a large station in the district was 
brought from Belgium and the wages 
they desired had been spent there. Did 
not Bismarck in 1878 say “I see our 
own people out of work and goods 
they can make imported.” Since then 
the Germans have had protection or 
tariff reform, call it which you like 
and have they not prospered?

HE little word “wrap” seems inadequate to

How Protection and Preference Work 
ed Out in Sugar 
Business 


No better justification of the Nation 
al Policy and the Imperial preferenct 
could be desired than the statistic 
regarding the importations of raw 
ynd refined sugar in the last fourteen 
years. In 1899, before tne British 
preference and the Canadian refineries 
began to make themselves felt, Can 
ada imported 
raw sugar and 32,800,000 
refined sugar from all countries. 
year we imported 562,800,000 pounds 
of the raw and, despite the enormous 
growth of population, only 22,000,000 
pounds of refined. As a result of the 
British preference we now get the 
bulk of the unmanufactured article 
from British territory. 

In 1899, two years after the first 
instalngent of the preference, we 
bought 237,661,000 pounds of sugar 
from foreign countries and 28,000,000 
pounds from British countries. Last 
year we took only 148,800,000 pounds 
from foreign sources and 376,831,000 
pounds from countries which fly our 
own flag. The National Policy and 
the preference have built up an im- 
portant Canadian industry employing 
a great number of Canadians, and 
they have at the same time enhanced 
the prosperity of othe: British com- 
munities. 

The increase in the preference to 
the British West Indies by the Borden 
Government will augment both de- 
velopments as well as reduce the price 
of refined sugar to the Canadian con- 
sumer. Surely this is good business 
for Canada and the Empire. When- 
ever one British country can benefit 
itself and at the same time divert 
trade to another British country, sure- 
ly it should lose no time In doing so. 


MOOSE JAW FLAX MILL 


To be Erected at a Cost of Seven Hun-

By a deal that has just been closed 
by Mr. Richard Loney, of Moose Jaw, 
Sask., who is staying at the King Ed-

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Care And Management 
Of Dairy Stock 


A lecture on the above subject was 
given last Tuesday afternoon by HS 
Pearson, Red Deer, of the Provincial 
Department of Agriculture, to a 
good attendance of the tafmers of 
the district. The meeting was held 
under the auspices of the U, F. A. 

Following Mr Pearson's address 
an interesting address on ‘*Cow- 
Testing,’ was given by Mr S. Ww. 
Scott, Inistai!, also of the Depart- 
ment, both addresses being followed 
by a general discussion, which 
brought out manyinteresting points. 

The lectures were much apprec- 
iated and will be productive of much 
good. 

In his address Mr Pearson spoke 
on the importance of either stock 
production or dairying, and said 
that this district was specially adapt- 
ed tor both, owing to its prox'm ty 
to a good market. One of the 
main points to remember about 
dairying was to feed the cattle up 
to the point where they would yive 


their highest) milk — production 
Over a certain level they would 
not give any more milk although 


they were fed heavier. 

It would pay them to goin for 
pastures, such as brome grass or 
rye. Up north they were in the 
habit of seeding winter rye about 
beginning of Juse, 24 bushels to 
the acre. In August this would be 
about six inches high and they 
pasture it, Next spring they pas- 
tnfe again until ths beginning of 
June, and after that took the stock 
off. At harvest time they could 
then have a good crop of either hay 
or seed off the same field. He was 
much against indiscriminate breed- 
ing of cattle, and held that it hada 
bad effect on the profitableness of 
their herds.
